Startling Death. 


The sudden dentil of Dr. f). N. Jen- 


nings weich occurred on Monday even- 
ing- cast a gloom throughout the en- 
tire community. The Doctor had rt- 
turned on the previous Friday from 
an Eastern trip and on Monday spent 
a busy day superintending- the work 
upon his ranch property on the San 
Bernardino road, one mile west of the 
city. During the day he had walked 
to town three times, calling at the 
packing- house and Water Company's 


i office and it was while returning- to his 


; ranch in the evening- that he was sud- 
denly taken with an attack of heart 
failure a, hundred feet south of 
the 


school house grounds, on Citrus ave- 
nue. 
When found the stricken gen- 


tleman was in ai> unconscious con- 
dition. 
Dr. Reed was hastily sum- 


moned, 
who 
immediately had the 


sufferer carried into Hotel Vendome. 
Messengers were immediately sent for 
his children, Dr. G. D. Jennings and 
Mrs. William Young, who arrived 
within a few minutes but their father 
never regained consciousness. 


A short time before being stricken 


the deceased gentleman had called at 
his daughter's home on Cottage Drive 
at which time he complained of feeling 
unwell and was suffering from slight 
pains in 
the 
neighborhood of the 


heart. 
His daughter wanted to accom- 


pany him home, but he would not 
hear of it, and she finally arranged 
to visit him on the following morning. 


Un account of the suddenness of the 


death the coroner was notified and he 
held an inquest Tuesday morning at 
the Undertaking Parlers of W. y. Cus- 
ter, the jury upon the evidence of the 
attending physicians returned a ver- 
dict of death from heart failure. 


The remains, accompanied by the. 


relative* and friends • of the deleft4ed 
were taken to Riverside on Wednes- 
day and tenderly laid to rest in that 
beautiful graveyard alongside that of 
his wife who died in that city a year 
ago. 


The deceased, a native of Connecti- 


cut, was 69 years old. 
For 
many 


years he was a successful and promi- 
ment medical practitioner of Tonica, 
111., loved and 
respected 
for miles 


around by rich and poor. Two years 
ajjo he moved with his wife to Cali- 
f jrnia, purchasing an orange grove in 
Riverside. 
There his wife died a 


little over one year ago. He then 
moved to Covina to be near his son 
and daughter, purchasing the Priester 
grove, on Azusa avenue. The death 
of his wife was a terrible blow to the 
Doctor and from that time the day of 
his death he appeared to fail being at 
times very despondent, brooding over 
imaginary wrongs.

leaves four children, Dr. G. D. Jen- 
nings and Mrs. William 
Young- of 


this city. Miss Helen Jennings and 
Prof. Herbert. S. Jennings, of Ann 
Arbor University. 
He leaves a com- 


fortable estate to be divided among 
his children.

If ever an institution met a "long- 


felt want," It is the Technical High 
School for Ulrls which was opened 
recently In New York City. A building 
designed to accommodate five hundred 
pupils was crowded to twice Its capac- 
ity, and npon the opening of an up- 
town annex, for the reception of two 
hundred and fifty girls, that also waa 
promptly filled. The new school Is 
planned to provide a two years' techni- 
cal course for grammar-school gradu- 
ates. Special stress is laid upon type- 
writing, dressmaking and 
cooking. 


Other practical arts will doubtless re- 
ceive equal attention when the Institu- 
tion has had opportunity to measure 
its field. In the meantime there is 
little danger that it will graduate too- 
many skilled typewriters, dressmakws 
and cooks. The New York experiment 
recalls the argument recently advanced 
—not for tbe first time— that the prin- 
cipal obstacle encountered by working 
women swklng to better their condi- 
tion, Is the competition of women not j 
obliged to worU, who accept employ- ;

nationality !;< determined it should pay taxes to Cuba, as o part oT the 
I'roviuec of Havana. Th» dotcrinln.viMi of Cuba to tnx the Inhabitants 
of the Isle of I'inos brought tli" i-'.iiu.r.i >n to a crisis. 
The 300 Americans 


who live on 'lie island became f'.eiiant. They went to the alcalde, or mayor, 
of the principal city, n;nl said t h a t flioy would use force If necessary to 
prevent, a fax levy by Cuba. They insis;rd Hint the country shotil 1 belong 
to the I'nltt'd States, au.l as soon as the American flag floated over them 
they wonlil pay their taxes to I'nclc Satn; lint never to any one else.

been simply true to Its traditions. 
For more than two centuries after Co- 


lumbus discovered It this piece of the world was the home of fleets of 
pirates, who preyed on tho commerce of the Atlantic as far north as the 
Carolinas and to tho southward as I'M- as Klo .Tanoiro. 


The population of the Isle of I'i.ie- is distinct from that of Cuba, and Is 


n mixture of the native Indian, the invading Spaniard and tho negro slave. 
Before the advent of the Spaniard tiie aborigines were divided into two 
classes, one owning tbe lands, and cultivating 
them

Dutch Harbor, Alaska, aud the erec- 
tion there of a coal depot with an 
initial capacity of 5000 tons. The esti- 
mated cost of the work is about $r>l,000. 
The money is now available. 
Believ- 


ing the establishment of a coal depot 
at this strategic point will strengthen 
the United States on tho Pacific coast, 
the president has heartily approved of 
the plan, and preliminary steps in the 
work have bceu taken already. 
Dutch 


Harbor is located on one of the Aleu- 
tian islands, and is ou the direct com- 
mercial route between tho ports of 
Behring sea and southern Alaska aud 
the Pacific coast, of the United States. 
It is also iu the line of steamships 
passing through Unimaka pass, most 
of which make Dutch Harbor a port 
of call. Its use as a coaling depot site 
was first ' recommended by Rear Ad- 
miral Bradford, chief of the bureau of 
equipment. 
His recommendation was 


referred to the general board, and is 
now about to be executed according 
to 
his 
plans. 
Dutch Harbor will 


form tho fifth in tho chain of coal 
depots along tho Pacific coast, which 
will begin at San Diego and include 
San 
Francisco, Puget 
sound 
and 


SitKa. 
Honolulu is the sixth iu the 


chain, and Guam probably may be 
added to tho list.

•summer, aud the caterpillars, which 
are usuually dirty grey or darker, 
have sixteen legs, like most cater- 
pillars.

usually too small to do very large 
damage, but with the coming of spring 
comes greater size aud better appetites j 
and the necessity for food, which 
makes them quite formidable, even !
